you  like  a  combination  of  reasonable  prices, 
selected  quality,  and  fine  service,  you've 
come  to  the  right  place.  I  like  to  think  that 
these  features  are  what  have  made  our 
business  thrive. 

In  the  last  issue  i  men¬ 
tioned  that  Mark  Borckardt  had  bought  an 
original  bag  of  1,000  1952  Carver-Wash- 
ington  halves.

Whether  the  price  on 
these  will  hold,  drop,  or  increase,  it  is  too 
early  to  tell— the  variety  is  stili  making 
headlines  and  the  market  hasn't  sorted 
itself  out  yet.  For  these  reasons  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  you  buy  just  one — to  have  one.

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Second  Armand  Champa  Libraiy 
Event  Set  Records

Momentum  continued  apace 
in  the  sale  of  the  Armand 
Champa  Library,  Part  11,  con¬ 
ducted  by  Bowers  and  Merena 
on  March  23.  531  lots  crossed 
the  block,  and  when  all  was  said 
and  done,  over  $300,000  in  out- 
of-print  books,  auction  catalogues,  documents, 
and  other  numismatic  items  found  new  own¬ 
ers.  Dr.  Richard  A.  Bagg,  the  firm’s  auction 
director,  noted  that  the  realization  came  to 
14.4%  over  estimate. 

Armand  commented  via  FAX-“Sandy  and  I 
really  enjoyed  the  auction  and  were  truly 
happy  with  the  results!" 

Among  notable  prices  were  these:  Edgar  H. 
Adams’  catalogue  of  the  William  H.  Woodin 
Sale,  1911,  with  rare  photographic  plates, 
fetched  $4,620  in  enthusiastic  competition. 
The  only  known  copy  of  Volume  1  of  The 
American  Journal  ofNumismatics,printed  on 
large  paper  with  large  margins,  went  to  a 
specialist  for  $1,320  against  an  estimate  of 
$500. 

Particular  enthusiasm  was  shown  for  a 
complete  run  of  the  American  Journal  of  Nu¬ 
mismatics,  handsomely  bound,  estimated  at 
$10,000,  which  soared  to  $13,200  with  a  half 
dozen  or  more  people  competing. 

'The  Emmanuel  Attinelli’s  classic  19th-cen¬ 
tury  study  of  coin  auction  catalogues, 
Numisgraphics,  an  original,  brought  $1,375, 
while  a  letter  from  the  same  author  fetched 
$1,100. 

'The  personal  notebook  of  James  Bolen, 
well-known  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
diesinker,  estimated  at  $400  went  to  $825 
before  the  auctioneer  cried,  “sold!” 

A  collection  of  sales  held  over  a  long  period 
of  years  by  Milferd  Bolender  brought  a  remark¬ 
able  $12,650.  One  of  five  known  deluxe  bind¬ 
ings  of  Ard  Browning’s  1925  work  on  early 


quarter  dollars  went  to  $8,800. 

A  notable  offering  of  Chapman  large-size 
plated  catalogues,  22  different,  were  offered,  21 


sold,  and  the  realization  was  $23,155,  or  13% 
over  the  estimate  of  $20,450.  A  Matthew  A.

RSB  ASKS:  I  collect  $5  Indian  gold 
coins.  I  am  somewhat  perplexed  over 
the  value  of  the  1929  piece.  The  mint¬ 
age  is  662XXX)  and  in  VF-20  it  com¬ 
mands  a  price  in  the  %3fiOO  range. 
G)nverseiy,  the  1909-0  which  has  the 
lowest  mintage  [34,200]  sells  for 
around  $500  in  the  same  grade.  One 
answer  that  I've  received  is  that  1929 
wasn't  readily  available  on  the  market. 
That  answer  smacks  of  "I  really  don't 
know." 

CC  ANSWERS:  Curious  that  you 
should  ask  this  question  as  in  a  recent 
description  of  a  1929  $5  for  sale  I  put  the 
answer  in  a  footnote.  Although  662,000 
were  minted,  it  is  quite  probable  that 
these  were  not  released  in  1929  but, 
instead,  were  held  back  by  the  Treasury 
Department  In  1933  when  the  further 
circulation  of  gold  coins  was  suspended, 
and  pieces  on  hand  eventually  went  to 
the  melting  pot,  presumably  the  vast 
majority  of  1929  $S  pieces  met  that  fate. 
Today  It  is  believed  that  there  are  fewer 
than  2(X)  examples  in  collectors'  hands. 
Nearly  all  of  these  are  in  Mint  State  or 
close  to  it.  Few  if  any  are  VF. 

The  same  rationale  explains  the  rarity 
of  a  number  of  other  varieties  of  gold 
coins  of  the  1920s  and  early  1930s, 
including  the  1930-S  $10,  branch  mint 
$20  pieces  from  1924  through  1931,  and 
Philadelphia  Mint  $20  pieces  from  1929 
onward. 

Concerning  the  1909-0,  so  far  as  I 
know  virtually  all  were  placed  into  circu¬ 
lation  at  or  near  the  time  of  issue.  T oday 
hundreds  exist,  with  Very  Fine  being  a 
typical  grade  [Mint  State  coins  are  ex¬ 
treme  rarities].  Still,  it  is  the  rarest  issue 
among  Indian  Head  $5  gold  coins  of  the 
pre-1929  years. 


CD  AS(S:  What  is  a  "generic”  coin? 
I  have  seen  this  term  used  several  times. 

CC  ANSWERS:  This  is  a  term  popu¬ 
lar  in  investment  circles  for  an  inexpen¬ 
sive  member  of  a  certain  design  type. 
For  example,  among  Morgan  silver  dol¬ 
lars  a  coin  called  "generic"  would  be  one 
that  sells  for  at  or  near  the  lowest  price 
of  any  in  the  series,  and  would  include 
such  issues  as  1879-S,  1880-S,  and  1881-S 
[1921  sells  for  a  lower  price  yet,  but  is 
usually  kept  in  a  separate  category]. 

Among  bronze  Indian  cents,  "ge¬ 
neric"  coins  would  include  issues  from 
the  first  decade  of  the  20th  century. 
When  basic  prices  are  listed  for  a  design 
type,  without  regard  to  specific  varieties 
within  the  type,  these  are  sometimes 
called  generic  prices.

CC  ANSWERS:  All  authentic  1912-S 
nickels  that  have  passed  under  our  eyes 
are  characterized  by  a  somewhat  bulged 
obverse  die  which  particularly  manifests 
itself  at  the  left  side  of  the  portrait  of 
Miss  Liberty.  This  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  strike  but  is  a  characteristic  of 
the  die  itself. 

If  any  very  early  die  states  of  the  1912- 
S  exist  without  this  bulging,  we  invite 
any  reader  to  let  us  know  [readers  of  this 
column  often  come  up  with  some  amaz¬ 
ing  things]  and  we'll  say  more  in  a  future 
Issue.

Stickney  atalogue  estimated  at  $1,000  fetched 
$2,090,  and  Howard  R.  Newcomb’s  copy  of  the 
Parsons  Sale  realized  $2,680  against  a  pre-sale 
estimate  of  $2,000. 

“Interest  in  the  Champa  Library  was  in¬ 
tense  from  the  beginning,”  Dr.  Bagg  com¬ 
mented.  “Even  before  the  public  part  of  the 
sale  began,  mail  bids  had  come  from  all  over 
the  world,  and  from  book  bids  alone,  numer¬ 
ous  records  would  have  been  set” 

Making  introductory  comments  at  the  sale, 
Q.  David  Bowers  observed  that  the  Armand 
Champa  Library  is  unprecedented  in  the  an¬ 
nals  of  numismatics-no  offering  of  United 
States  reference  books,  atalogues,  and  other 
printed  material  similar  to  it  has  ever  been 
offered.  “Years  from  now  new  collectors  in  the 
hobby  will  look  back  on  1994-1995  and  wist¬ 
fully  contemplate  how  nice  it  would  have  been 
to  have  attended  the  Armand  Champa  Library 
Sales.  Tonight  you  have  a  rendezvous  with 
destiny-you  are  part  of  numismatic  history  as 
it  is  being  made.” 

Creating  a  good  amount  of  attention  was 
Philadelphia  dealer  Henry  Chapman’s  “Black 
List  of  Deadbeat  Collectors  and  Dealers,”  con¬ 
fidential  at  thetimeitwasput  together  early  in 
the  20th  century,  but  now  available  for  all  to 
see  and  certainly  an  object  of  curiosity-the 
realization  was  $1,540. 

George  H.  Clapp’s  book.  The  United  States 
Cents  of  the  Years  1798-1799,  published  in 
1931,  one  of  nine  known  bound  in  leather, 
realized  $4,620.  R.E.  Cox,  Jr.’s  ledger  of  his 
half  dollar  collection  brought  $2,310— show¬ 
ing  that  records  collectors  keep  can  be  ex¬ 
tremely  valuable  even  long  after  the  coins  have 
been  sold. 

The  famous  book  by  Jacob  R.  Eckfeldt  and 
William  E.  DuBois,  New  Varieties  of  Coins  and 
Bullion,  y/ith  some  actual  samples  of  California 
gold  visible  through  mia  windows,  went  to 
$1,650.  A  complete  run  of  15  issues  of  Thomas 
Elder’s  magazine  was  bid  up  to  $880.  Then 
followed  a  spectacular  offering  of  Elder  ata¬ 
logues  with  plates,  24  examples  of  which  all 
sold,  estimated  at  $45,550,  and  knocked  down 
for  $46,750.  “Not  only  were  ataloguer  Charles 
Davis’  descriptions  excellent  and  enticing,  his 
estimates  were  a  very  good  guide  to  bidding,” 
one  participant  observed. 

Illustrating  that  an  obscure  numismatic 
atalogue  could  have  a  very  impressive  value. 
Elders’  July  9-10, 1920,  atalogue,  “The  Prop¬ 
erties  of  an  Estate,  and  other  Individuals,”  81 
pages,  fetched  $7,150-which  prompted  the 
auctioneer  to  suggest  that  the  prices  ralized 
list  to  the  present  sale  will  certainly  be  a  good 
key  to  values. 

A  copy  of  John  Jay  Ford,  Jr.’s  written 
defense.  The  Franklin  Hoard  of  United  States 
Assay  Office  of  Gold  Corns,  brought  $2,310. 
Thomas  Hall’s  classic  reference  on  Connecti¬ 
cut  copper  coins  fetched  $1,980.  The  French 
edition  of  Georges  Michailovitch’s  classic 
Monnaies  de  L’Empire  de  Russie,  1725-1894, 
realized  $3,080. 

Bidders  were  fascinated  with  a  deluxe  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Hetrich-Guttag  work  on  Civil  War 
tokens,  and  bid  it  up  to  $1,100.  One  of  three 
known  copies  of  Hickcox’s  study  of  US  coins, 
printed  on  large  paper,  went  to  $2,090.  A  first 
edition  of  Maris’s  famous  study  of  1794  large 
cents,  published  in  1869,  realized  $1,870. 

Items  published  by  legendary  dealer  and 
numismatic  promoter  B.  Max  Mehl  formed  a 
focus  of  attention  and  a  complete  run  of  his 
atalogues  ralized  $5,280,  while  a  set  of  his 
Numismatic  Monthly  fetched  $2,090. 

Photographs  of  coins  from  the  Waldo  C. 
Newcomer  Sale  brought  $3,520.  A  Newlin  half 
dime  book,  published  in  1883,  with  plates, 
brought  $1,045. 

A  book  of  vignettes  issued  by  the  U.S. 
Treasury  Department  brought  $3,740.  W.  Elliot 
Woodward’s  Amerian  Numismatic  Society 
membership  medal  went  for  $2,420  while  the 
first  edition  of  Richard  S.  Yeoman’s  Handbook 
of  United  States  Co/ns,  signed  by  the  author 
and  presented  to  his  father,  went  to  $2,035. 

Two  more  sales  will  complete  the  offering 
of  the  Armand  Champa  Library.  The  next  event 
combining  mail  bid  and  public  participation 
will  be  held  in  New  York  City  at  the  Park 
Central  Hotel  on  September  10,  1995,  and 
finally,  a  mail  bid  sale  will  be  held  afterward.

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THE  HERMAN  HALPERN  SALE 


Enthusiasm  Prevailed 

The  sale  of  the  Herman  Halpem  Col¬ 
lection  of  Canadian  paper  money  and 
other  important  consignments  includ¬ 
ing  a  vast  array  of  United  States  coins 
drew  intense  mail-bid  and  personal  at¬ 
tendance  on  March  24-25  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Suburban  Washington/ 
Baltimore  Convention  in  Baltimore.  The 
compact  three-session  sale  realized 
nearly  $1.5  million  (all  figures  quoted 
here  include  the  10%  buyer’s  fee). 

The  Herman  Halpem  Collection  of 
Canadian  Paper  money,  one  of  the  finest 
such  collections  ever  assembled,  fea¬ 
tured  numerous  finest  knowns  and  Con¬ 
dition  Census  pieces.  A  packed  gallery 
of  enfiiusiastic  bidders  drove  many  prices 
to  hitherto  unheard  of  levels,  setting 
numerous  records  in  the  process.  “All 
catalogues  will  have  to  be  repriced  now,” 
commented  one  dealer  who  had  trav¬ 
eled  from  Canada. 

The  Halpem  Paper  Money 

An  1870  $2  note  in  VG  to  Fine 
condition,  DC-3d,  brought  $3,300.  An 
EF  1882  $4  note,  D&IO,  soared  to 
$3,520,  more  than  double  the  Charlton 
catalogue  value  for  the  variety.  An  Un¬ 
circulated  1900  $4  note  brought  an 
impressive  $3,520.  An  Uncirculated  1924 
$5  note,  portraying  Queen  Mary  on  the 
obverse,  DC-27,  realized  $4,180.  An  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  rare  1925  $500  note,  D& 
28,  in  VG  brought  $5,060  when  the  dust 
settled. 

Small-size  Canadian  currency  was 
represented  by  numerous  high-grade 
pieces  and  important  rarities.  An  Uncir¬ 
culated  English  Language  Format  1935 
$20  note  having  a  small  Bank  of  Canada 
Seal,  DC-9b,  fetched  $3,200,  more  than 
double  the  pre-sale  estimate,  and  an  AU 
1935  French  Language  Format  $20, 
BC-10,  reached  $4,200  to  the  amaze¬ 
ment  of  onlookers.  The  most  eagerly 
sought  note  in  The  Halpem  Collection 
proved  to  be  a  VF  to  EF  1935  $500  note, 
BC-17,  which  hit  the  stratosphere  with  a 
winning  bid  of  $9,075. 

An  Amazing  Copper  Coin 

Among  United  States  coins  the  colo¬ 
nial  series  was  represented  by  an  EF 
(1688)  Holt’s  Plantation  token,  Newman- 
3C,  which  commanded  $2,640.  A  choice 
VF  1785  Vermont  copper,  Ryder-3,  found 
a  new  home  at  $2,915,  and  a  pedigreed 
1792  Getz  half  dollar  pattern  in  silver 
soared  to  $8,800.  The  last-named  piece 
had  belonged  to  a  family  for  generations 
and  represented  a  piece  new  to  the 
numismatic  community. 

One  of  the  most  talked-about  coins  of 
this  year  and  last  was  the  spectacular 
1797  copper  half  cent  struck  with  dies 
from  a  non-collectible  variety  of  1796 
cent,  with  the  1796  date  bold.  The  vari¬ 
ety  had  been  researched  in  great  detail 
by  Mark  Borckardt  of  the  Bowers  and 
Merena  staff,  and  was  expected  to  bring 
in  the  range  of  $5,000  to  $10,000  or  so. 
As  it  turned  out,  mail  bids  were  well  over 
that  range,  and  the  piece  opened  at 
$11,000,  itself  a  record  price.  But,  this 
was  just  the  beginning.  In  increments  of 
$1,000  the  coin  went  up-and  up-and 
up  some  more,  to  a  dazzling,  breathtak¬ 
ing  $30,800  amid  spontaneous  applause 
from  the  audience. 

Silver  Issues 

The  silver  coinage  series  included  a 
1796  dime,  JR-3,  in  EF45  grade  realiz¬ 
ing  $4,400,  and  a  1795  half  dollar,  0- 
110,  in  EF45  brought  $4,400.  Silver 
dollars  received  numerous  strong  bids. 
A  Flowing  Hair  1795  dollar,  BB-27,  in 
VF-35  brought  $4,015,  an  1856  dollar  in 
Proof-62,  realized  $7,700,  an  1860  dol¬ 
lar  in  Proof-63  fetched  $3,740,  an  1872- 


CC  in  VF-35  brought  $3,300. 

Morgan  dollars,  always  a  popular  se¬ 
ries  with  collectors,  were  represented  by 
an  MS-61 1892-S  at  $10,340,  an  1893-S  in 
EF40  at  $5,500,  and  an  1895-0  in  MS-60 
at  $7,040,  among  hundreds  of  others. 

American  Gold 

The  U.S.  gold  series  included  numer¬ 
ous  elusive  dates  and  condition  rarities.  A 
1908  quarter  eagle  in  MS-65  brought  a 
strong  $4,400,  a  rare,  low-mintage  1885 
three-dollar  piece  in  MS-63  was  bid  up  in 
competition  to  $4,620. 

Half  eagles  were  well  represented  in 
the  Bowers  and  Merena  sale:  an  1853  MS- 
62  brought  $3,300,  an  MS-63  1873  with 
closed  3  soared  to  a  virtually  unbelievable 
$10,175,  an  1893-S  in  MS-63  fetched  an 
amazing  $4,620,  and  a  seldom-seen  AU-58 
1909-0  brought  a  respectable  $4,400. 

The  double  eagle  series  included  sev¬ 
eral  important  pieces  including  an  1863 
grading  AU-55  at  $4,070,  an  1872-CC  in 
AU-58  at  $13,200,  an  1875-CC  in  MS-61 
at  $3,960,  an  18790  in  EF40  at  $3,740, 
an  1891  in  AU-50  at  $6,270,  and  a  1896 
in  Proof-64  at  $25,850.  Several  MCMVII 
High  Relief  $20s  crossed  the  auction 
block  including  an  MS-63  example  for 
$12,100,  and  an  AU-55  specimen  for 
$5,060.  Other  Saint-Gaudens  double 
eagles  included  an  MS-66  1914-S  at  a 
stunning  $15,125  and  a  rare  AU-55  1929 
at  $8,690. 

Other  Specialties 

The  commemorative  silver  series  in  the 
Bowers  <ind  Merena  auction  was  high¬ 
lighted  by  a  1900  Lafayette  dollar  graded 
MS-64,  which  surprised  onlookers  with  a 
winning  bid  of  $4,950. 

The  pattern  series  offering  included  an 


1870  Standard  Silver  dime,  P-929,  J-838 
in  Proof-64,  which  found  a  new  home  at 
$4,290.  An  1838  Gobrecht  dollar  in 
Proof-62  realized  $17,600,  and  a  pat¬ 
tern  1878  half  eagle,  P-1758,  J-1568,  in 
Proof-63  fetched  $5,170. 

Among  modem  rarities,  a  1968  Proof 
set,  with  no  “S”  dime,  sold  for  $5,940; 
few  coins  minted  in  recent  decades  have 
ever  approached  this  price. 

The  pioneer  gold  series  of  California 
and  Colorado  was  represented  by  three 
important  items  which  all  brought  hand¬ 
some  prices.  An  1852  U.S.  Assay  Office 
of  Gold  $50  “slug”  grading  EF  brought 
$7,260.  An  MS64  1853  U.S.  Assay  Of¬ 
fice  of  Gold  $20,  900  THOUS  Variety, 
soared  to  $9,240.  An  (1861)  J.  Parsons 
&  Co.  pattern  $2.50  in  copper  doubled 
pre-sale  expectations  and  went  through 
the  roof  on  a  winning  bid  of  $9,900. 

Rounding  out  the  sale  was  a  nice 
selection  of  ancient  and  foreign  pieces. 
An  EF  Ptolemaic  gold  octadrachm  por¬ 
traying  Arsinoe  II  brought  cin  impres¬ 
sive  $5,170,  and  a  pair  of  18th-century 
sea-salvaged  gold  eight  escudo  cobs 
sold  for  $3,520  and  $3,080. 

Auctions  by  Bowers  and  Merena, 
Inc.  will  be  conducting  its  next  sale  May 
27-28  in  Los  Angeles,  followed  by  sales 
in  Anaheim,  New  York  City,  and  Balti¬ 
more,  as  well  as  other  events.

NEW  TERM  NEEDED:  How  do  you  describe  the  shape  of  a  rectangular  solid  such 
as  a  $16  Moffat  St  Co.  gold  ingot?  In  an  old  text  we  ame  across  the  term  cuboid, 
but  it  seems  that  this  shouid  apply  to  cubes,  which  have  all  sides  of  the  same  square 
shape.  Upon  asking  a  professor  friend  at  a  ieading  university,  he  stated  that 
"rectanguiar  parallelepiped"  would  be  appropriate.  Indeed,  the  American  Heritage 
Dictionaryloaded  on  our  Macintosh  PowerBook  540c  defines  a  parallelepiped  as:  "A 
solid  with  six  faces,  each  a  paralielogram  and  each  being  parallel  to  the  opposite  face." 
However,  we  could  not  envision  it  as  a  description  that  would  ever  become  popular. 
Consider  "Beautiful  $16  Moffat  at  Co.  gold  ingot,  rectangular  parallelepiped 
form...."  Then  there  is  a  problem  we  have  about  the  spelling  of  parallelepiped,  vi/hy 
an  "e"  after  "parallel,"  when  "parallelogram"  has  an  "o'?

There  is  a  curious 
thing  about  many  if  not  most  coin  shows.  They  do  not  charge  admission.  While  on 
the  surface  this  might  seem  appealing,  the  result  is  often  a  bargain-basement  sort  of 
appearance,  with  concrete  carpetless  floors,  poor  lighting,  electrical  cables  strung  all 
over  the  place,  etc.,  sort  of  the  kind  of  atmosphere  you  might  expect  in  an  auction 
area  for  used  ars  and  trucks  or  in  an  airplane  hangar.  One  ANA  convention  bourse 
[in  Houston]  was  actually  set  up  in  a  hotel  garage.  Our  suggestion:  Charge  a  $5  or 
$10  admission  fee  (yes,  you  an  let  young  numismatists  in  free]  and  upgrade  the 
quality  of  the  shows.  We  feel  that  once  someone  invests  a  day  or  two  of  their  time, 
plus  hotel  room,  meals,  airfare,  etc.,  the  idea  of  paying  $5  or  $10  admission  is  trivial.

Aristides  Brezina,  curator  of  the  Naturhistorisches  Museum,  Vienna,  commented  in 
Proceedings,  American  Phiiosophicai  Society,  Vol.  43,  No.  176, 1904,  as  quoted  by 
George  Merrill,  of  the  Smithsonian,  that  reverence  and  recognition  was  extended  to 
meteorites  circa  400  to  500  B.C.  "in  the  striking  or  casting  of  metal  [bronze,  silver 
or  gold]  betyls  or  coins,  presenting  'as  a  common  feature  the  likeness  to  conic  stones, 
or  obelisks,  or  to  archaic,  half<onic  simulacra,  so  that  it  came  about  that  similar 
representations  of  unknown  origin  were  likewise  supposed  to  represent  sacred 
meteorites.'  Brezina  lists  and  figures  41  such  coins  which  he  classes  as  [1]  betyls 
representing  stones  fallen  from  heaven,  and  [2]  betyls  accepted  by  analogy  to 
represent  meteorites.  Their  authenticity  is  not,  however,  generally  recognized."
